Rose for Perfum e. 
[Detroit Tribune.] 
G ather the rose leaves in drjew eather, re­ 
move the petals, aud to tho proportion of 
half a peck frosh leaves strew in a good 
handful of salt. L et this rem ain five days, 
stirring up the leaves every dav. W hen 
they appear m oist add three ounces of 
bruised allspice and one ounce of cinna­ 
mon stick bruised. L et this rem ain on the 
leaves a week, stirring them daily from 
tho bottom. Then put into a perm anent 
jar one ounce of allspice, and add the stock 
layer by layer. Sprinkle between the fol­ 
lowing: One ounce each of cloves nuclein 
nam on, two nutm egs (all coarsely pow­ 
dered), some ginger root sliced thin, half an 
ounce of aniseed bruised, lo grains of finest 
musk, half a pound 
of freshly dried 
lavender flowers, two ounces of powdered 
orris 
root 
and 
ad 
libitum 
cologne, 
rose or orange flower water, orange or 
lemon peel. Freshly dried violets, tuberoses, 
clove pinks, or any other scented flowers 
m ay be added. Fine extract of any kind 
will enhance the frag ran t odor, w hile fresh 
rose leaves, salt and allspice, m ade ag at 
first, m ay be added w hen convenient. Stir 
the jar occasionally, leaving it closed ex­ 
cept w hen the perfum e is wished to odorize 
the room.

ing for miles away on the left of th e river 
its rays carne to gild the brass jars which 
each pilgrim carried. It turned the semi- 
bare brown skins of th e m en, wom en and 
children to a rich m ahogany and brought 
out the shadows in the fort-like walls of the 
tem ples lining the other side of tho river. 
It was a scene for a painter. 'I he wonder­ 
ful colors of oriental hum anity m ixed with 
the glorious red of nature, tilled one alm ost 
w ith a feeling of worsh ip and tho in utter­ 
ing of th e prayers of thousands, w ith their 
strange incantations and m ysterious pos­ 
tures threw an indescribable w ierdnessover 
th e sceno. F antastic and foolish as some of 
of th e actions seemed, I could not forget 
th at this spot is to one-sixth of the hum an 
race the holiest place on th e surface of the 
whole world, th at out of every six men. 
women and children on God’s earth one be­ 
lieves th a t if ho washes here his sins float 
away on these w aters to the sea. and th a t 
if his ashes are here burned his soul goes 
straig h t 
to heaven, 
lf tho Hindoo in 
accents of prayer utters the nam e of this 
river w ithin lo o miles of its banks the act 
atones for the sins of three previous lives. 
and if lie has his bead shaved at a point 
which lies two hours ride bv train from 
bore I am now w riting, and the hairs fall 
into 
the 
stream , 
for 
every 
hair 
th a t floats av ay he will have 1,000,OOO 
years iii paradise. This place is at A llaha­ 
bad, w here tho river Jum na flow into the 
Gauges, and here at certain tim es of the 
vear thousands of Hindoos may be seen on 
tho banks ot the river holding their heads 
over the w ater and allowing barbers to 
shave them , as it were, into Leaven. 
And do the people really believe this? 
assure you they do, ae t their belief Is a 
practical one. too. It is not a faith w ithout 
works by any moans. This town of Benares 
has a population as big astliato f Cleveland. 
C incinnati or W ashington 
Ju st now the 
m ornings are cold and the air is raw and 
piercing. It is the duty of every one of 
these people to come before their breakfasts 
and bathe in tho (ranges. I found the bauks 
of the river tilled w ith them this m orning. 
T h e O ily L ie . C lose to th e H ir e r , 
and for threo miles along Its banks are 
great tem ples, from the walls of which 
stone steps lead down into tho Gauges, 
going under tho wator and out into tho bed 
of the stream . Each of these tem ples has 
perhaps IOO of these steps from its base to 
th e w ater, and these three m iles of such 
steps were filled w ith worshippers. 
All 
ere Hindoos and none were clothed in any­ 
thing but th e thinnestof cottons. T here were 
shrivelled old m en and women wrapped 
around in a single breadth of dirty w hite 
cotton,standing up to th o .r waists in w ater; 
and holding their long, m in, bony arm s up­ 
ward w hile w ith chattering leeth they 
m uttered prayers to the gods Miva and 
lslmu. 
Now ami than they ducked down 
into m e w ater and as they cam e up they 
ga-ped and looked colder than ever. There 
were plum p girls, whose nut-brow n skins 
glistened as the water trickier! down them , 
and whose bright oyes 
flashed a half 
longish glance at mo between their prayers. 
As they raised their arm s J noted th a t each 
had gold and silver bracelets upon them 
and some of tho country m aidens 
had 
racelets one after another from the w rist 
to the elbow and from thence on to the 
shoulders. 
Many wore great nose rings 
aud as thev threw back their heads I could 
see th a t their ears were punctured w ith 
many holes aud th at each bole contained a 
bit of go.d or silver 
Most of them , how- 
over. Iud their faces and not a few wore 
high 
caste 
Hindoo 
maidens. 
As they 
stepped out of the w ater their bare lim bs 
shone under the sunlight aud against tho 
d ark brown background cashed heavy 
silver anklets. Thev did not batho with 
the men. and as a rule they huddled up in 
little groups by them selves, 
a i m any of 
the tem ples there were ledges built outovor 
tlie river, and here m en gathered up w ater 
in their hands and m uttered prayers over it. 
Each inun and woman Im a a brass jar, ana 
as they left their bathing they carried some 
of the hob w ater to aid them in their wor­ 
ship in th e tem ples. 'I here were thousands 
of maid servants carrying great bowls of 
(lunges w ater on their heads and stead ' ing 
tho burdon with one brown, bare arm as 
they w alked up the steps. The costum e of 
th e Hindoo is a picturesque one. It is one 
long strip of cloth wound about the person 
so ttiat the legs and arm s are bare. Some- 
tim es bright-colored shawls are added by 
the w ealth cr, aud a bright turban or cap 
covers the head. 
Mixed w ith U nseem ly, splashing. sputter­ 
ing throng just above tho w ater w eresquar* 
benches covered with um brellas as large as 
the top of a sum m er house aud under these 
sat w rinkled old priests w ith boxes of red 
paint beside them , 
t ach worshipper cam e 
to the-® priests as he finished his bath and 
the priest, dipping his finger into the paint 
box, m ade one, two or three m arks upon his 
forehead, 'i Lese m arks were to rem ain on 
until the next day’s bathing and they were 
the signs of the gods. Among th e bathers 
were peddlers of Ganges water. 
T h ese C a rry the Holy [F lu id in J a n 
to villages far out in Hie country and each 
pilgrim who comes takes a load hom e to his 
relatives. 
B ut it is not alone a t Benares th a t the 
Gauges is holy. From its source in the 
Him alayas, where it is supposed to flow 
from the big toe of the god V ishnu, ail 
along th e 
winding 1500 m iles 
of 
its 
course, its waters are sacred and purify­ 
ing. I found thousands bathing at C alcutta 
md m any Hindoos m ake a six years’ pil­ 
grim age 
loin the source of the river to its 
m outh. There are hundreds of placesupon 
its banks which, tike Benares, are especially 
sacred, and there is au island at the m outh 
which is annually visited by a vast num ber 
of pilgrims. This is known as the island of 
sugar. 
At Allahabad, the Hindoos 
say 
there are three rivers which come together. 
One of these is the Jum na, the other is the 
Gauges, aud the tili rd comes direct from 
heaven, and is invisible to m ortal eyes. 
It is a wonderful river, and how wonder­ 
ful it is, it is impossible to know w ithout 
understanding the geography of thissem i- 
continent of India. If you will take your 
map of Asia you will find th a t india is 
much the shape of an equilateral triangle, 
the base of which is th e H im alaya m oun­ 
tains and the apex of which rests in the 
Indian ocean. E ach side of this triangle is 
nearly 2000 milos long and iwo Bides 
of it are alm ost bounded by w ater. It is 
a country of m agnificent distances. From 
C alcutta to Bombay is as far as from Eon 
don to Naples, or about the distance th at 
New York is from Denver. The distance 
between Iceland and Spain is ju st about as 
far as a straight line from the Him alayas to 
the apex of the triangle and the area of the 
whole is equal to the size of Europe w ithout 
Russia, or nearly one-half of tho United 
States. It is a country of m ountains and 
valleys. The lower part and the greater 
part of th e centre is an im m ense table land 
and 
between 
this table laud aud the 
Him alaya m ountains there 
is 
a 
wide 
strip ox vast plains through which the 
m ighty Ganges runs and the hulk of which 
has been made by tho rich fertilizing earth 
which she has brought down from the 
mountain.;, 
th ere is no doubt b u t th a t in 
the far distant past the greater part of India 
was an island, and if you could sink 
these Ganges plains 500 lect downward 
th e sea would rush in and the Him alayas 
woald be divided from the plateau of South 
and Central Iud a. These plains are the 
richest part of lucia. They are the most 
thickly populated and it is from them that 
the great bulk of the rice and w heat of 
India comes. The w heat area of India is in­ 
creasing year by year. It is now about 
equal to the w heat area of the United States 
an * its product com ped s w ith the A m eri­ 
can w heat in the m arkets of London. For 
this reason these plains are doubly interest 
ing to Am ericans and the influence of the 
Ganges is felt more and more,every year in 
th e stock exchange of Chicago. 
The (Tanges not only m ade but she. nour 
islied these plains. She is well called by the 
Hindoos "M other Gauga.” From her source 
in the H im alayas to her m outh in the Bay 
of bengal she has a fall of more than two 
and one-half miles, and as a fertilizing 
bearer she surpasses any river on th e face of 
tne globe. Egypt is the gift of the Nile. 
You could lese Egypt In these plains, which 
are the gift of the Ganges. The m ighty 
Aile, w ith its unknow n source, does not 
carry down as m uch w ater as this holy river 
of th e Hiodoos.aud her m axim um discharge 
at a distance of TOO m iles from the sea, w ith 
many of her tributaries yet to hear from, is 


one-third greater th an th a t of the Missis­ 
sippi. W here the Gauges rises. 
H u n t i n g 
Forth 
(rom a H im a la y a n 
e i a c i t r , 
it is 27 feet wide. It falls 3500 feet in the 
first IO m iles of its course and it has an 
average depth of SO foot 500 m iles from its 
m outn. Its delta is as wide as the distance 
from New York to W ashington, and h un­ 
dreds of m ouths run from this w idth back 
in a sort of parallelogram for 200 m iles 
more, where they unite. The wator of the 
Bay of Bengal is discolored for m iles by tlie 
mud brought down by the Gangos and the 
w hole country is fertilized by it. 
The w ater is tho color anil thickness of 
pea soup, And tho silt or m ud is so rich th a t 
these vast plains use no other fertilizer, l he 
crops are harvested by i uiling the stalk* 
out of the ground. No cows or horses are 
allowed to pasture in the fields and their 
dropping* are m ixed w ith straw aud mud 
aud then dried and used as fuel. In this 
Ganges valley nature is always giving, but 
never getting. Every atom of natural fer­ 
tilizer, save this 
Gauges Silt, is taken 
from the soil. Btill the land is as rich as 
guano, and it produces from two to four 
crops every year. 
A)»out C alcutta 
tho 
alluvial deposit is 400 foot deep. and an 
experim ent was lately m ade to get to the 
end of it. A well was sunk, but at the dis­ 
tance of 481 feet tho auger broke. At this 
point the end of this rich soil had not been 
reached. The am ount of fertilizing m aterial 
brought down bv iho< anges has been lately 
I esi I mated, and scientific investigation shows 
that some distance above the point where it 
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unites with the B rahm aputra its yearly bur­ 
d e n s too enorm ous am ount of 356,000,000 
tons. A thousanil-tpn snip is by no m eans 
sm all, and a fleet of 850,000 such ships 
could not carry this burden. The average 
freight car is 34 feet long, and it takes a 
strong car to carry 50 tons. 
Suppose our 
lreight 
cars to be each Hi feet longer 
than they 
are. 
Load upon 
each car 
60 
tons of 
this fertilizing 
m ud 
and 
it 
would 
take a 
train of more than 
.Ooo.OOO such cars to carry the yearly 
fertilizing output of this great river, 
lf 
these cars were on a single track the trade 
would have to be d“,4u0 m iles long. It 
would reich twice around th e earth and 
leave enough cars over to run tw o continu­ 
ous trains through the centre. The m ost of 
this silt comes down during four m onths of 
tho year and if there were daily fleets of 
2000 shipseach containing 1400 tons of mud 
during these four m ouths thoy would just 
carry it. 
But this is the work of the Ganges alone. 
It is live tim es ss m uch as is earned by the 
Mississippi to the gulf, and further down 
tho river w here the great B rahm aputra 
joins it and flows out into ii a hundred 
m ouths tho silt output is still greater. 
During tho rainy Seaton alone th e river 
b ere carries out enough silt to load 13,000 
ships w ith 1400 tons each evi ry day for 
four m ouths. I luring this rainy season this 
whole delta of the Ganges is covered w ith 
w ater to the extent of about 30 feet 
You 
see only the tops of trees and villages which 
arc built upon the hills, and the river 
further up the country is diverted by canals 
Horn its course to every part of these vast 
plains. Tho 
H est of W h e a t I* I r r ig a te * 
aud the w ater being allowed to lie upon tho 
land drops this fertilizer and enriches it. 
All over India, or through tho part w hich I 
have travelled, I see this irrigation even 
now going on. Much of it is dono L ithe most 
prim itive way. Two half naked m en stand 
just above the river w ith a basket hung by 
long ropes between thorn. This basket is 
w ater-tight and by a sw inging m otion they 
scoop it down into the river and lift the 
w ater up into a canal above, from whence it 
runs off in to o th er canals over tho fields. 
Here at Benares bullocks a,e largely used. 
The w ater is stored in great wells, and it is 
draw n from them in skin bowls, each of 
which holds about a bushel <>t water. The 
bowl is a pig s skin. kept open with a hoop 
of wood, and to its top by four strings is 
iastoned a rope. This rope runs over 
rude pulley at the top of th e well, and at a 
distance of 20 feet from it, it is tied to the 
yoke of a bullock, which, led bv a m an. 
raises tin; bucket to the tbp of the well. 
Here it is pulled over into a trough. I ani 
told th a t this mode of irrigation is faster 
and cheaper than any of the 
m achine 
m ethods employed, and I see itevery where, 
Of late years tim English, have been spend­ 
ing im m ense sums in irrigating India, arid 
mill ems 
of acres of 
new land 
have 
been 
brought 
under 
irrigation. 
In 
i ms2 m ore than 825,000,000 was spent 
in Bengal alone, and tho w heat lands are 
found to produce best in those provinces 
which can bu irrigated. 
I do not rem em ber 
t he average wheat production of theU uited 
St ites per acre, but I think it is larger than 
th at of India. Here it is only 13 bushels per 
acre and tho win at is not m ore th rn a foot 
high. The heads of the grain, however, are 
woll filled out. though it is not worth as 
m uch in M ark lane as the better classes of 
A ustralian or California w heat 
I had always looked upon India as a ri 
eating country. 
I And th a t a groat num ber 
of tho people bore cat w heat ami grain. In 
northw estern india onlv about IO p ercen t 
ol tho people cat rice, and in the prison at 
Agra I fouud th at the p riso n e r were fee 
upon grain. E veryw here the m ass of the 
peoplo scum to be underfed am! the leanest, 
scraggiest specim ens of hum anity I have 
ever seen I find in this rich valley of the 
Ganges. W here nature has done everything 
the people are starving,and you can have no 
idea of the skin and hone men aud boys 
whom I see daily by the thousands. Tho 
costum e of the people is such th a t the arm s 
aud legs and often th e breasts und waists 
are bare. There seem s to be nothing but 
skin, bones and sinew, and tile average 
thigh is not bigger than a m uscular A m en 
can biceps. There are no calves w hatever 
md tho joints at the knees and ankles are 
extraordinarily Urge. Nearly every m an 
you m eet, if lie be poor, bas w rinkles in his 
Dollv. aud at evory railroad station you find 
gaunt, dark-faced, piteous, lean mon, who 
slap their bare stom achs to show th a t they 
are hollow and ask for backshish. Wages 
are m iserably low. F arm laborers get from 
(Six ta E ig h t tw ills a H ay. 
and m asons get about 10 cents a day. Even 
travellers, who have to pay the highest 
wages, can get good English speaking aer 
vants who will travel w ith them and feed 
them selves for 33 cents a day, and less than 
th at if taken by th e m onth 
T his valley of the Gauges has m ore people 
than it can support, and it is probably the 
m ost densely populated part of the world 
The people live in villages and the average 
country town consists of one-story m udflats, 
too poor and illy-ventilated for Am erican 
pig pens. 
I ou would apt th in k of having 
such outhouses as the residences of tho 
m ajority of this 
vast population would 
m ake, and iu a largo part 
of 
India, 
and especially in the beat part of this 
Ganges country th e holdings average from 
two to three acres apiece. At four to the 
family this represents a half acre per per 
son, or over J 200 persons 
per 
square 
mile. W hen it is rem em bered th at these 
people live by agriculture it will b eseen 
th at this condition is far worse than th a t of 
Clim a or any part of Europe. And still 
tho people are bright. They are brainy, 
too. aud you will find few sharper business 
m en.better cut faces and more polite people 
than these people of India. T heir faces in 
ibis part of India have m uch the same 
characteristics as those of the Anglo-Saxon, 
iho.-e of the higher castes are more like 
those of the Greeks, and I see aces every 
day w hich, if the skin woro w hite. a,uy 
Am erican m ight tie proud to own. Thoy be­ 
long to the sam e race germ th a t we do, and 
under the same training and Christian in­ 
fluences they would be strong com petitors 
w ith us. But w hat can a m an do on ii cents 
day, or how can a m an learn when lie 
has to struggle to exist? 'th e population 
of India is continually increasing. England 
eats the lion s share of the products of tho 
country, and though the people are perhaps 
better off under lier governm ent than they 
have been in Hie past. it is the same old 
story of her w ealth going to the rulers and 
the people working their flesh off their 
bones to support them . The Governor Gen­ 
eral of India, who by the way, is the rich 
M arquis of Lansdown. gets $100,000 a year. 
Quite a contrast w ith the wages of the 
masses a t six cents a d a y ! Isn’t it?

The practice of printing the word copy­ 
right on various things which are not copy­ 
righted and often are not the subiect of 
copyright is very common. Those who in­ 
dulge in it will be interested in a case th a t 
has found its way into the U nited S tites 
Court in Missouri. The act of Congress pro­ 
hibits the printing of this notico on a pub­ 
lication for winch a copyright bas been ob­ 
tained. The penalty is $100, which may be 
sued for bv any person, who gets half of 
w hat is recovered. Under this law an enter- 
pi'ising individual brought suit against a 
chrom o 
publisher who 
bad m arked a 
chrom o copyrighted when it was not copy­ 
righted. The com plaint found th a t 10.000 
cop ies had been published, and modestly 
dem anded $ .') for each one, or $500,ooh 
for 
the 
lot. But 
the 
court 
did Dot 
sym pathize 
w ith 
him 
or 
his 
claim. 
"W hen a m an comes in a-; an inform er,” 
said Judge Brewer, "and in th at attitude 
alone asks to have a half m illion dollars put 
in his pocket, the court will never strain 
his cart to m ake his labors light or his re­ 
covery easy.” The court then ruled th a t 
any com plainant who w anted IO,OOO penal­ 
ties m ust sue I o.ooo tim es. and. moreover, 
th at in this case no penalty could be recov­ 
ered, for th e reason th it the chrom o was 
n o ta proper sub act of copyright. So the 
com plainant's claim was ruthlessly reduced 
from half a m illion to nothing.

MEMORIAL 
DAY. 


As all holidays com m em orating th e nation 
are bound lo w ear a centennial com plexion 
this year, the day we celebrate has a more 
th an ordinary significance. 
Tho nation which started out w ith the 
inauguration of W a s h in g t o n 
carried a 
dorm ant scorpion In its bosom in the form 
of chattel slavery. W arm ed into life by 
heated partisanship, it finally struck at the 
vitals of th* Union, and was exterm inated 
a t the cost of half a m illion lives. 
The late war. having been a civil one, 
m ade the soldier a larger figure than ever 
before in our history. It is a rath er singu­ 
lar fact th a t the victim s of the w ar of the 
revolution were poorly rem em bered a t the 
close of the struggle, and little was left to 
m ark th e places where they were buried. 
It is only by accident th a t the nam es of 
those who fell on B anker hill have lately 
been discovered, and there are still those 
who refuse to believe th a t tho discovery is 
genuine. 
The survivors of the war, which m ade us 
independent, were, generally sneaking, but 
little appreciated. It is not know n today 
w here General G r e e n , th e m ost active 
w arrior of th e revolution, is b u lied. Brave 
Colonel B a r t o n was incarcerated in a New 
H am pshire prison for m any m onths for a 
debt of a few dollars, and would have died 
in his dungeon but for the generosity of 


L a f a y e t t e . Of the list containing W a s h ­ 


in g t o n , 
H a m il t o n , 
K n o x , 
J eu p e r s o n , 
M a d is o n ,M o n r o e , the A d a m s e s and m any 
others who figured prom inently in the 
early political history of th e nation, only 
the first three w ere selected from the arm y 
which saved us to liberty alter such cruel 
privations. 
The soldiers of tho w ar of 1812 were 
treated w ith still less consideration. D uring 
th at year several veterans of tile Revolu­ 
tion were mobbed, and in Baltim ore one 
was killed for opposing the war. The na­ 
tional congresses, running from the first up 
to those late years, w ere m ade up alm ost 
wholly of civilians. 
But the last w ar was waged to save the 
country from self-destruction. 
It was a 
struggle to save w hat bad been harvested 
from alm ost a century of successful self­ 
governm ent. It was brother against brother 
in the republican fam ily, and every m an 
who fell to save the Union was rev aril cd as 
a saviour of the nation, w hile the leading 
survivors were pushed to the front in civil 
and political life as vouchers of popular 
gratitude. 
T hat this gratitude m ight not grow dim 
w ith tim e M emorial day was instituted. 
B ut it has corno to buy© a broader applica­ 
tion. as the occasion of visiting tho last rest­ 


ing places of departed friends, calling the 
thoughts of the average citizen away from 
the engrossing cares of business aud lead­ 
ing them tow ards the brink of that great 
stream which all m ust som etim e cross. 
Of the 1,300,000 mon who enlisted in the 
U nion arm y it is estim ated that some 700,- 


000 yet survive. B ut tho scythe of tim e 
cuts a w ider and w ider sw athe into the ranks 
of tho survivors every year. 
W hen the 
tw entieth century opens thoro will still 
probably I o quite an arm y of veterans left, 
but before m ost of tho young m en now 
growing up have left the stago of life the 
last *urvivor of th e war th at saved the na­ 
tion will have departed. 
It is em inently fitting, then, th at the 
graves of our departed heroes s ^ u ld be 
kept green and 
decorated 
w ith 
sweet 
flowers from year to year. And it is well 
th a t all m en should at least once a year 
turn th eir steps tow ards the broad acre into 
which they m ust yet sink all worldly am ­ 
bitions. 
May this great and prosperous nation 
never again be drenched in fraternal blood 
is the m ost worthy wish of every true Amer- 
cian today. 


THE JOHNSTOWN TRAGEDY. 


Upon a careful estim ate, as gathered from 
the despatches th at flooded T h e G l o b e 
office Friday night, we put the num ber of 
lives lost in tho aw ful Pennsylvania flood at 
over 1500. The New York Sun, whose judg­ 
m ent on news is usually excellent, nut the 
loss of life a t about 200, and the same 
under estim ate was repeated by other pa­ 
pers in this city. 
Im m ediately 
on 
receipt of tho first 
despatches, however, T h e G l o b e grasped 
the fact th a t a calam ity of tho greatest 
m agnitude had overtaken the flooded sec­ 
tion of Pennsylvania, and one of its trained 
special correspondents started at once for 
the food-sw ept region. His despatches In 


T h e Mu n d a y G l o b e spread before the read­ 
ing publicof NewEngland the flrstcom pleto 
and 
vivid 
narrative of 
this m ournful 
cataclysm . 
In 
our news 
columns this 
m orning he continues the terrible tale of 
death and ruin, and T h e G l o b e ' s readers 
are thus supplied w ith the fullest and m ost 
trustw orthy 
reports 
of 
another 
great 
national event. 
We had hoped th at later despatches would 
m itigate the proportions of this truly awful 
calam ity; unfortunately they only increase 
its ghastliness. W ithout a doubt it is tho 
m ost terrible catastrophe yet recorded In 
this country. The groat Chicago lire may 
have destroyed more property, but no trag­ 
edy has ever visited so m any homes and de­ 
stroyed so m any lives in so sudden and ter­ 
rible a m anner. The woful pictures pre­ 
sented all through the despatches exceed in 
their weird horror anything th at the Am eri­ 
can people have before had presented to 
them . The im agination is fairly baffled 
in its efforts to fully realize either the huge 
total or the infinite detail of destruction 
and misery w rought by this occurrence. 
Aside from th at universal lesson w hich 
accom panies all hum an calam ities, the un ­ 
certainty of life, there are m any otliors sug­ 
gested by this 
stupendous 
m isfortune. 
Johnstow n, w hich has bR< n literally sw ept 
off the earth, was expow d by its position to 
the drainage of an extensive chain of hills, 
th e only relieving waterw ay being the bed 
of a shallow stream . Two years ago tho 
streets of the town were flooded four feet 
deep by the m ere wash of a heavy rain, and 
for the past 20 years floods on a sm all scale 
have from tim e to tim e intruded into its 
highways. 
Yet, in spite of all these warnings, tho 
people have sat com placently w ith a reser­ 
voir ll OO feet high and covering a largo 
area directly overhanging the town, in the 
full knowledge th a t if the dam should over 
burst th eir dwellings would be sw ept off 
like chips on th e edges of a waterfall, The 
aw ful hour cam e on Friday evem ug. w hile 
the people of Johnstow n were sitting peace­ 
fully in th eir homes, and m ost of them 
were hurried into eternity w ithout w arning 
and am id agonizing scenes of suffering and 
despair th at are quite beyond description. 
The fatuity w hich suffered so irresistible 
an engine of certain death to hang above 
the heads of a whole com m unity seems al­ 
most incom prehensible after the destroyer 
has done its work. B ut Johnstow n by no 
m eans furnishes tho only exam ple. Tho 
bursting of th e Mill River dam in this State, 
15 years ago. found th e town of W illiam s­ 
burg. in H am pshire county, practically in 
tho same situation as th e ill-fated Pennsyl­ 
vania town, and had the flood been as 
heavy the towns of Skinnerville, H ayden­ 
ville, Leeds and Florence m ight have suf­ 
fered/the sam e fate as those lying in tho 
oath of the Johnstow n 
reservoir. 
The 
bursting of the Baltic dam in Connecticut, 
and several sim ilar calam ities in other 
States.are only exam ples of tho astonishing 
com placency w ith w hich com m unities sit 
on the very verge of death and havoc uncon­ 
cerned till in some dreadful spasm of n a­ 
tu re they are suddenly appalled by the on­ 
com ing tide of destruction. 
The fate of Johnstow n is the latest and 
m ost terrible w arning to other towns th a t 
such reservoirs should not be suffered to 
m enace thousands of innocent lives when 
there is reason to expect a sim ilar calam ity 
in some exceptional flood. And above all 
things the inspectors of dam s should be 
warned to do their duty, w hatever their 
judgm ent m ay cost w ealthy m anufacturing 
corporations. 
The im m ediate and im perative duty of 
the com m unity now is to relieve the tbou- 
ands of ruined and hom eless fam ilies whom 
this appalling disaster has left in want. 
T hat this duty will be a pleasure in Boston, 
which has once herself been laid low by 
th e ravages of tire, needs not to be said. All 
th a t m aterial aid can do to soften the hard 
lot of tho bereaved and penniless survivors 
will be h eartily and prom ptly supplied by 
sym pathetic hearts and hands all over the 
country. 
T h e G l o b e stands ready to aid 
the relief w ork to toe utm ost of its power, 
and will cordially co-operate in w hatever 
action is taken to enable Boston to m ake 
her ususual generous response to such a 
call of distressed hum anity.

THE FARM MORTGAGE CANKER. 


Im mense areas are soon to be open to 
hom estead settlem ent in the Indian T erri­ 
tory. Much of this land is said to bo excel­ 
lent, and cheap homes are prom ised to m any 
thousands of families. l arge quantities of 
unopened lands are also available iu D akota, 
and on tho whole land is still as “cheap as 
d irt” in tiffs country. 
The m ost serious question is not so m uch 
as to the scarcity of available land, bu t as 
to bow to check tho devouring canker of 
m ortgages on farm s already under cultiva­ 
tion in the great established S tates of the 
West. 
Take the thriving State of Illinois, for in ­ 
stance. w ith its vast areas of rich prairie 
laud. the finest corn producing section in 
the world. According to tile lost report of 
the Stato bureau of labor statistics the 
farm ers are rapidly boing sw allowed up by 
m ortgages. D uring the past 20 years this 
blight has increased its ravages w ith alarm ­ 
ing rapidity. Between 1870 and 1880 the 
farm indebtedness increased about G per 
cent. B ut betw een 1880 and 1887, as the 
riper fruit of 
‘‘protection,” it increased 
37 per 
cent. 
At tho opening of the 
present 
year 
the 
whole 
num ber 
of 
m ortgages on farm s was 02,787, on farm 
values of $142,400,300. 
T here are esti­ 
m ated to lie some 34,094,172 acres of land 
in tho State, of which total 23.28 per cent. 
are under m ortgage, over 20 per cent of 
which is to cover loans incurred in keeping 
un the farms. 
Tho situation in M ichigan is still worse, 
over one-half of the farm s th ere being in 
the deadly grip of m ortgages. To sum u p 
the whole situation, the farm s of th e W est 
are rapidly being devoured by th is eating 
cancer, w hich it seem s im possible to cut 
out. 
These farm s were m ost of them opened 
under th e hom estead act, or wore pur­ 
chased a t m erely nom inal figures. They 
have yielded richly, and th e farm ers have 
labored untiringly to m ake them stand 
alone. Yet in spite of all efforts they have 
gradually been pulled into the devouring 
maw of the 
intcrest-taker and ticketed 
deatliw ard under m ortgages, from which 
the farm er finds it im possible to extricate 
himself. 
lf this fatality is to continuo w ith the 
Am erican farm er, of w hat value is it to 
prospective ones to open new farm s to 
them , seeing th a t they m ust inevitably 
fall into the hands of tho m oney-lending 
d aises a t last, w ith th e poor farm ers’ years 
of toil throw n in? 
Som ething m ust be m onstrously wrong in 
our national economy to have brought 
about such a state of things.

THINGS REMEMBERED. 


The Salt n in e of WicHezka. 


B T O LI VK i t O P T IC ’. 


W hat you arc now, my boy. I was once; 
b ut it is more than bai! a century ago. 
They say th a t old m en rem em ber things 
th at happened long. loug 1120 better th an 
events th at occurred 
recently. 
In the 
geography which I used in school w hen I 
was a boy like you was a picture of a scene 
in the salt m ine whose Polish nam e is given 
above. Tho tex t told a wonderful story of 
things a long way 
underground, aud I 
wished very much to w ander about in the 
bowels of the earth am ong the scenes de­ 
scribed in the text. 
The 
picture 
represented a w orkm an 
doubled up in a narrow plat e. digging out 
great blocks of sa lt 
I used to think he 
m ust have tho backache, as I lookod at him 
year after year from th a t tim e to this, for i 
have the book still. .Since th a t ti mo I have 
seen th a t m an. and I was inclined to present 
him a bottle of linim ent, for I believed th ai 
lie needed it. 
We were told in tuo book th a t whole vil­ 
la g e s of people lived in this mine, and th at 
some of them never cam e out. Ail tiffs was 
simply fiction, (or no one lives iii tho m ine: 
but in spite of the big stories it did vet I, tho 
cavern is vastly mer.) wonderful than tho 
description. 
After I had walked about 
seven milos through th ete subterranean 
galleries I was sure th at tho half had not 
oeeii told. W ieliezka is about six milos 
from Oracow. the ancient capital of Poland, 
whore one may look upon tiieeoftiusuf John 
Sobieski, Pon.atow ski and Thaddeus Kosci­ 
usko. 
ri ieliczka is a town of 5000 people, The 
earth under it is honoyeoinlKHl with excava­ 
tions, beginning about 'JOO feet below the 
surface, for three m iles in one direction by 
one m ile in the other. Tho salt was dis­ 
covered OSO yenrs ago, and tile m ine has 
I ic oil worked all the tim e since. There are 
said to lie o v e r-too m iles of gaffer es and 
tunnels dug out: hut I did not m easure 
them , though I found no reason td d o u otthe 
statem ent, in ta c t when I got on the face 
of the earth again I felt as though I had 
w alked 200 of therm though I had really 
m ade but about seven miles. Those m ines 
v1«ld an annual revenue of s 1.000.000, 
Though pure w hite salt is found there, m ost 
of the product is m ixed w ith a dark green. 
It is taken out in pieces of the average size 
of one’s head, or a foot ball, aud in this 
shape hauled to Cracow in wagons. 
(m r p art of three were on the way from 
St. Petersburg to Vienna, and we stopped to 
see this wonder of our boyhood. The first 
form ality at the entrance of th e m ine wa; 
to pay a fee of about $9, w hich covered all 
expenses of the party. Our retinue con­ 
sisted of an official guide and four lam p 
boy*, and the stores consisted of a large 
supply of fireworks. 
We were provided 
w ith full uniform s of green baize. 
T he 
lamp* w ere open pans, w ith several wick* 
at tire rims. held by three chains, so th at 
they could be dropped to th e floor, to light 
the way. 
There are two m ethods of descent: one by 
a windlass, t 1 e visitors being seated rn rope 
slings, to e other by a stairca<e. We were 
taken down tho stairs. They consisted of 
seven steps down from ofie platform to an­ 
other, on cacti ot which one tunis around, 
repeating the operation till tho bottom is 
reached. We w ent down 750 feet, but it 
seem ed to be about 2000 w hen we walked 
up. Some say th e latter is the actual depth 
of tho cline, but it is better to discount 
about half the statem ent. 
T he passages or galleries are very like tho 
corridors of a building. In places w here 
there was any looseness in th e walls or ceil­ 
ing they wore planked; but generally the 
visitor sees nothing but walls of salt rock. 
N ear the foot of tim staircase we were con­ 
ducted to a chapel dedicated to th e natron 
Saint of th e m ine. 
The apartm ent was 
about 50 by 30. Iu a niche at the back of a 
stage was a life-size crucifix. At the ends 
of tim stage were iv statue of tim king of 
Poland and the sa m . 
Tim latter was a 
duchess and on th e spot they believe th a t 
the m ine was discovered by men searching 
for the lady’s wedding ring whieh silo had 
lost. 
There is another statue and some 
ornam ental work, all of w hich is carved out 
of tim solid rock of salt. 
A lter looking at th e chapel we took a 
very long w alk through the gloomy vaults, 
till we cam e to an Im m ense cavern, in 
whit Ii a dozen city churches could fie com­ 
fortably stowed. 
The boys touched 
off 
some Roman canales, and the place was 
brilliantly illum inated. This is tim point, 
or one of them , where it would be m ite 
proper to go into ecstatics and "gush,” tor 
the cavern is grand, ami the idea of being 
hundreds of leat below ground is app allin g : 
but there is uo danger th at the thing will 
"cave in.” 
We w ent into another trem endous vault 
of the sam e kind, provided w ith wooden 
galleries above for the passage of the m iners 
from one part to another. Then we walked 
more milos, pass.rig m onum ents, statues. a 
banquet hall. and follow ing a railroad miles 
in length, w ith cars draw n by live horses, 
buried as they were. In oho of these im ­ 
mense excavations we cam e to a lake 47 
feet deep. Moored to th e shore was a flat 
boat, big enough to seat 20 persons, on 
which we em barked for a sail on these 
Stygian waters. The craft was draw n ny 
w ires, like m auy ferry-boats in th e upper 
regions. 
W hen we w ere half-way across th e lake a 
boy let off a heavy cannon-cracker.tlie echoes 
of welch resounded over and over again 
through the aw ful cavern. We passed u n ­ 
der a gracefully turned arch into another 
grotto, and then landed on the solid salt 
again. A long walk down inclined planes 
and an occasional night of stairs brought 
us to Die last lion of the excavations, w filch 
was a ball room, brilliantly lighted for our 
reception^ Tho Em peror of A ustria, after 
whom it is na mod, has held cour' hero. It 
is provided w ith galleries, ami is lighted 
w ith chandeliers m ade of salt. The drops 
are of the wfiitest kind, and they > darkle 
like diam onds. 
At one point in our w alk we wore told 
th a t tho lake over winch w e bad crossed 
was directly over our heads; bul the Hoer 
was dry and there was no oozing overhead. 
The ascent of th e stairs was ex< eedingiv 
trying after the long w alk in the depths 
below. The light-boys seemed to bo not a t 
all fatigued, 
lim y were forbidden to ask 
visitors lor money, and tim officials enforce 
the rule; but the boys are continually 
thrusting their hands very slyly into posi­ 
tions wflere a few kreutzers could drop into 
them unseen by the incorruptible guido: 
and it is very am using to see them do this 
at every opportunity. 
At the head of the staircase certain per­ 
sons are perm itted to soil c a n ings, such as 
books and toys in pure w hite salt, as souve­ 
nirs of the visit, ot w hich our party curried 
off a full supply. I had realized m y dream 
as a boy. and the book I brought away re­ 
minded mo for vears. till it m elted, of tho 
geography which had induced mo to visit 
the mines.

Houso cost $300,000 originally. It has cost 
altogether 
$1,700,000. 
A yearly appro­ 
priation is 
m ade for refurnishing, and 
there is plenty of money for new carpets. 
new hangings and new furniture. 
The 
building is m ade of V irginia freestone, 
which has to be painted every year w ith a 
fresh coat a t great expense. It is called 
the W hite 
Houso bechase it is white. 
W hen 
it 
was built 
it 
was tile only 
w hite stone residence in W ashington. In 
its earlier days it stood in a lorcst of m ag­ 
nificent trees, and many of them still re ­ 
m ain to beautify to e broad rolling grass 
plats. The m ansion is 170 feet long and 
alm ost OO feet wide. W ashington him self, 
tho Hist president of the Kepublic. chose 
the site for it. Tho building was m odelled 
atter the style of the palace of the D uke of 
Leicester. It is tw o stones high. In front 
are tour louie colum ns. E ither side has 
three. 
, 
A broad hall way extends the whole length 
of the building from nest to west, in Hie 
basem ent. On eith er side of it is a row oi 
rooms. To pass through th e row on the front 
side. beginning at th e northw est corner 
(winch is at the rig h t of the front (loon. one 
would find a sm all kitchen in tho corner, 
th en a largo kitchen, then ii largo closet, 
then 
a 
boiler 
and pum p room, then 
the 
narrow 
front 
approach. 
then 
th e 
storeroom 
for 
vegetables 
and 
em pty boxes, and then. iii tho northeast 
corner, the laundry, th e largest room of the 
w bola row. On th e r.outh side of th e houso, 
tho first basem ent room to th e west is tho 
w ine room. 
It is always well stocked. 
W hether the president drinks or not he is 
euro to havo bottles and baskets aud bar­ 
rels 
alm ost w ithout num ber sent 
to 
him . 
President 
Cleveland was 
partic­ 
ularly 
favored 
in 
this 
respect. 
It 
is 
not likely 
th a t Republicans 
will 
neglect the present executive. N ext to the 
wino room is th e stew ard s office. N ext to 
th at is a bed cham ber, once slept in by one 
of tho cooks but found to be unhealthy, and 
now abandoned. N ext to th a t is w hat is 
called the "h eater room.” whore all tho 
furnaces are. N ext to th a t cornea the store­ 
room for old fu rniture anti carpets, which is 
em ptied by b arter and sale every tour 
years, 
and 
filled up. as a m atter of 
course, 
in the next four 
years. 
Tho 
n ex t room, the one in tho southeast corner, 
is a sort of cham ber w here tho housekeeper 
and the maids g ath er and spend th eir idle 
hours sewing. 
There is alm ost nothing in th e attic. It is 
one great room lined w ith closets and im ­ 
mense draw ers, in which clothing and all 
that are stored. Tho president’s wife, or 
anybody who is visiting lier, can lay the 
finest kina of a ball dress o ut a t full length 
In one of these drawers. 
Tho m ain floor of tho W hite House is 
w orth a diagram . This fairly accurate one 
bas dropped I rom my own pen. 
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Tho apartm ent m arked ono is the m ain 
lobby w here tho M arine band plays at the 
receptions. Two is a sort of w aiting room 
for th e ushers. T here th e clothing checks 
are to be had on reception nights. Three is 
tho fam ily dining-room and four th e pantry. 
F ive is a part of the m ain corridor w inch is 
separated from l l , th e principal portion of 
th e m ain corridor, w here th e pictures of all 
th e presidents hang, and leads into th e con­ 
servatory. Six is th e state dining room, 
feeven, eight and nine are the 
R ed R o o m , lilu o R o o m and O reen 
R o o m 
respectively. Properly th ey are a part of 
tile dom estic quarters, but they are alm ost 
alw ays accessible to chance visitors. 
Ten is the im m ense E ast room w here the 
pictures of George W ashington aud his 
Bood wife. M artha, look down. and w here 
a t the great receptions the m antels and the 
colum ns and th e w alls are hidden, alm ost, 
in ivy and green. At a New Y ear’s recep­ 
tion a line of 40OO or 5000 poople, four 
abreast, will reach from th e big west gate 
in front to th e great door under the covered 
urivo-ivay. They crowd in 
through the 
m ain lobby and m ain corridor into tho Red 
room. In th e Blue room tho president and 
his wife. and th e w ives of the cabinet 
olficers and th e young girls whom tho pres­ 
ident's wife has invited to be of the re< eiv- 
ing party, stand and welcome them . Thoy 
arc obliged to hasten along though, and 
m arch into th e Green room, and thence scat­ 
te r into the E ast room or the.m ain corridor, 
or out of doors through an ex it not often 
opened. 
Up stairs are the living-rooms and the ex­ 
ecutive offices. This room is worth draw ing 
a plan of. The room m arked I was used by 
Mrs. Cleveland as a sewmg-room and dress­ 
ing-room. Here she used to run her sewing 
m achine. She neither sang nor played tho 
piano, and it was a favorite am usem ent 
w ith her. The larger room n ex t to this, 
w nore you see the double bad in the corner, 
was tho sleeoing-room of Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland. The little places m arked 2 are 
tho bathrooms. They lead out into a sort of 
bathroom lobby m arked 8.Four was the room 
occupied by the housekeeper and maids. 
Five is tho blue bedcham ber, so called. Tho 
Clevelands used to keep it for tho accom ­ 
m odation of th eir guests. Six is w hat m ight 
he called the executive eutry. Stairs lead 
up to It from tho door below, aud the doors 
lead out of it into the offices of the presi­ 
dent aud his private secretary. The room 
No. 7 is called the Garfield room, because 
there the second m artyred president lay sick 
after ho bad been shot down in the railroad 
station.

E ight is called the Prince 
Df W ales room because Albert Edw ard 
slept there w hen he visited this country in 
f 
iuchanan’s tim e. No. u is tho president’s 
ibrary. 
There book shelves cover the 
walls, aud the great in ah o i un table which 
Quoon \ ictoria sent years ago as a g ilt to tile 
president of th e greatest republic, stands iii 
tho m iddle. An im m ense bay window laces 
south aud m akes the prospect very pleasant. 
No. Ib is the cabinet room. It has a great 
table 
in the centre, about which 
the 
heads of th e departm ents sit aud shape 
the policies of th e adm inistration. No. l l 
i 
s the room onoe occupied by Dan Lam ont. 
•ut now used by the hardly lea* famous 
private secretary, Lijo Halford. Tile room 
num bered 12—Hie ono in th e southeast 
corner—is used by Assistant {secretary P ru­ 
den. who carries the executive messages to 
th e Capitol and assists Lije Halford in a 
hundred ways; 14 is a sort of library for 
the filing of records: IM is the room in the 
northeast corner and is occupied by a num ­ 
ber of telegraph instrum ents under the 
Charge of an expert operator. 
T he Harrisons are a houseful. There ave 
seven grown people and three babies in the 
fam ily. The President and his wife occupy 
the bedrooms on the south side. The Gar­ 
field room in th e corner has been changed 
into a sitting-room , and th e edges of tao 
floor lately laid w ith new wood in strips. 
Two windows look down over tho W hite 
lot and the buildings to the south and west. 
Tnese southern rooms had been the presi­ 
d en t’s until General A rth u r’s tim e. Ho 
moved his q uarters across the hall to tho 
north side. A rthur’s room. which b efitted 
up to suit him self iii blue aud garnet shades 
of plush, and which the Cleveland! occu­ 
pied together, is now full of 
T h o Stir o f R o m p in g Y o u n g sters. U 
It is tho nursery, and the tw o nurses, under 
the control of Benny and the babies, hold 
undisputed sway. 
The room w here Mrs. 
Cleveland used to sew w ith lier sewing 
m achine and her needle is now Mrs. Mc­ 
Kee’s bedroom. Mr. and Mrs. Russell H ar­ 
rison occupy w hat used to he the Cleveland 
guest cham ber, the room num bered 5. 
lr was Alan A rthur’s room. 
The next 
room No, 4 en the plan, and called to this 
day Nellie A rthur's mom. is occupied by 
little M anheim Harrison, the daughter of 
tho President s son, aud her devoted nurse. 
T here is hardly a guest cham ber, b ut tho 
hospitality of tho Harrisons can be de­ 
pended upon, like the efforts of the cuccess- 
<ul car conductor, to always m ake room for 


ono more. Old Dr. Scott. Mrs. H arrison’! 
father, for instance, has lately joined the 
fam ily, 
The library is moro of a living room w ith 
President Harrison than it was w ith Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. 
Young Bonny cannot be 
prevented from running in even if angust 
senators and cabinet officers dem and the 
attention of his grandfather. 
It is sunny 
ami tho President likes it. aud m uch as his 
tim e is taken up w ith m atters ot public 
po icy and the distribution <>: offices, he 
finds m any pleasant lo sure m om ents w ith 
tile lim e folks. The W hite Houso fam ily 
spend much tim e together in the west end 
of Hie upper hall. which is partitioned o!? 
from the m iddle portion. 
Ti.ere stand 
tables and chairs, and it is m ade a sort of 
sittin g room and playing room for the 
women and children. 
The W hile House is realty looking shabby 
in some places. Dust always accum ulates 
on the outs do and stays, daubed upon tho 
paint by tho rain. 
In tho executive de­ 
p artm ent iu«i(lc tho earn t i al o threadbare 
in m any places. Some > f the window hang­ 
ings aro laded, torn and m oth-eaten, The 
carpet in th e blue room w here th e Presi­ 
dent receives Hie people, is badly worn. It 
would be strange if it were not so, lo.- 76.- 
<300 people at least h are tram ped (brough 
here iii the first six wanks of the H arr vim 
adm inistration alone. 
But tho genera! 
effect upon tho visitor to tho executive 
m ansion is one of 
W e a lth a n i O ra m le n r, 
and if lie is an Am erican citizen, or Hie 
relative of an American citizen, he is sure 
to feel him self grow a little tailor w ith satis­ 
faction. 


Tfiore have been only two or three changes 
in tho executive offices at tho W hite House, 
anil only tw o or thieo od th e President's 
roll. Tho now Germ an stew ard from Chi­ 
cago 
is 
the 
only 
person 
outside 
of 
tho President's 
tinnily 
who 
sleeps in 
the W hite 
House. 
A 
French 
woman 
is 
cook. 
She 
is • paid 
out 
of 
the 
P resident’s own salary. The building is 
under the charge of the park departm ent. 
This is a bureau of the w ar D epartm ent in 
charge of Colonel doh ti M. Wilson. 
He 
secs th at Hie W hite House is kept in shape. 
ami th at tho bills for the furnishings aud 
repairs are paid. 
Five darkies, all borne 
upon th e rolls of the park departm ent, 
w ork in the building. 
I boy arr waiters, 
and thoy eat below stairs out of the provi­ 
sions of th e President. Two w hite m en, a 
firem an and a lump cleaner, are also em ­ 
ployed every day. There is also a second 
cook and two colored laundresses. 
Tho w atchm en arc called ushers. Five 
go to work a t it in the m orning, and are 
stationed a t or near tho front door. They 
show people through the fcarlufrs, give de­ 
sired inform ation, open carriage doors, and 
attend to it th at no crunks enter the family 
apartm ents. These live stay until 4 in the 
afternoon. At th at hour the W hite Him e 
is 
supposed 
to 
bo 
closed 
for 
busi­ 
ness. 
Then throe ushers no on. 
(hie 
leaves 
at 
lo 
to carry the executive 
aud personal 
m ail to the post office. 
The other two rom a n until 12. The build­ 
ing is supposed to be closed altogether at I u 
o'clock in the evening. Usually tho doors 
are fastened and tho big heavy shutters put 
up on Hie inside. 
The two night w atchm en work from 12 
m idnight until 8 iii tho m orning. Duo is up 
and about all the tim e. trudging softly 
ubout th e entries w ith slippers en ills fort 
and a lantern in his hands. He visits all 
parts of tho houso. o.vcopt tho private 
apartm ents, m arches through tho corridors 
betw een the Jiving rooms of the lia r 
risons like tho others, aim calls anybody 
who desires to got up early. 
The other 
n ig h t w atchm an Ta sunbceed to sta, in tho 
front lobby on the m ain floor nil th e tim e. 
On reception nights, of course, this plan is 
changed. 
All the White Houso attaches 
and servants aro regularly on duty until tho 
last guest has departed. 
One frequently 
secs them about, and yet thee never obtrude. 
Four policem en are detailed bv the dis 
tric t com m issioners for duly at tim W hite 
House, under the charge of Sergeant Jobu 
son. 
J he sergeant is on duty from 8 in tho 
m orning u ntil 4 in the afternoon. T hat is 
the m orning watch. Debois and K inney 
patrol (he w alks or come inside, if neces­ 
sary, from 4 until m idnight. 
That is the 
evening watch. Lewis stands the m idnight 
watch. His vigil is 
f r o m U ld n te llf in n tll 8 in t h e l l n r n l n r . 
The duties of the stew ard aro to purchase 
all provisions, and have charge of all the 
help connected with tho fam ily depart­ 
m ent. His nam e is /ionian. Ho is obliged 
to give a $ 20.0,<0 bond for his good be­ 
havior, because tho responsibility for the 
silver and tablew are, which is of great 
value, is his. 
He works evidently not so 
m uch for Ins m eagre salary of $1800 as for 
a reputation which is no doubt expected to 
be of service later. He is boss of the w aiters 
and th e laundresses, and keeps th e fam ily 
§ 
a rto fth o house, ae well as tho executive 
epartm ent clean and neat. 
Tho first thing in the m orning Ziemau 
goos to m arket. G enerally he know s w hat 
tho needs of the fam ily are. hut if anything 
special is w anted for a m em ber of the house 
hold, or for a distinguished guest, or ospe 
oially for a state dinner, ho takes th a t order 
down too. To assist hun. a porter, John 
Gray, is employed. Ha has nothing to do 
except to keep a horse and wagon in the 
F rcsideut’s stable and drive tho stew ard to 
m arket every m orning and back w ith his 
load. Ho i! on th e rolls of the park depart­ 
m ent and is assigned to th e W hite 11 oust) 
for duty. His pay is $30 a m onth and he 
eat* w ith th e servants in the basement. 
Under Mrs. C leveland’s regim e the house­ 
keeper and the m aid of tho president’s wife 
ate w ith tho colored folks down stairs. 
Now these w hite employes of Mrs. Harrison 
have a separate table down stairs. Mr. 
Cleveland’s stew ard was a m ulatto and ho 
did not draw the color lino. 
The baker has called at t: in the m orning 
and the m ilkm an has preceded him . These 
aro about the only tradespeople who drive 
up to tho back door w ith their loads. Tho 
provisions are brought in the stow ard’s 
wagon about l l o’clock every day. The 
Hour comes in barrels, of course, but not so 
very often, for th e biead is bought outside 
and the use of th is staff of life is confined 
m ainly to m aking pastry. 
Tho Harrisons b reakfast 
at s.30: the 
Clevelands used to eat their m orning meal 
at 9. Luncheon is had between I and 2. 
The Harrisons dine a t 7; tho Clevelands 
dined at 8. Tho stew ard presides, as it 
were, at ©ach meal. His ‘tbeat” is between 
tho tablo in the dining-room and th e pan­ 
try door. Tho assistant stew ard waits on 
th e table. He is able to perform this work 
w ithout m uch assistance, because m any of 
th e dishes stand filled upon the table, and 
the dum b-w aiter dees not 
have 
to be 
charged w ith each separate order. 
T h e S te w a rd la F re o to G a O ut 
and m ake a call after dinner if he chooses. 
His "crew ” can usually be left to take care 
of them selves. They avo the two who work 
in the laundry and the tw o who work in tho 
kitchen. Then tnero is Gray, tho marKet- 
mun m entioned above, and Jerry Sm ith, 
tire m assive colored gentlem an who looks 
out for the executive offices upstairs and 
Keeps the east room swept. T here are four 
darkies besides Jerry. T heir work is to care 
for the dining-room and pantry ami the 
living rooms upstairs. 
T he honsekeoper and Mrs. H arrison’s 
m aid m ake the bods. But these servants 
aro perm itted to call anon the four darkiss 
for sweeping and dusting and all th a t sort 
of work, if they choose. There is one col­ 
ored 
servant whom 
General 
Harrison 
brought w ith 
him 
from 
Indianapolis. 
The housekeeper, in addition to her other 
duties, has charge of tho fam ily servants. 
There 
are 
two 
or 
threo nurses who 
have 
tho 
care 
of 
Hie 
precious 
babies, and 
they aro 
naturally under 
th e direct orders of Mrs. H arrison or hor 
daughter and daughter-in law. Mrs. H arri­ 
son brought aw aitin g m aid w ith hor from 
Indianapolis Th* President’s wife is really 
Hie housekeeper; tor although silo no longer 
has to attend lo any of the detailnof ar 
rinurem ent, she keeps a sharp oversight 
upon ever., thing. 
But tho servants from, 
stew ard 
to 
charw om an, 
all 
respect 
hor for 
the sim plicity 
of 
her 
m an­ 
ner 
and 
dignity 
and 
yet 
aimable- 
ness of a sposition. She has had four ser­

Not a ncraD of it is 
ever lost, mislaid, or stolen 
"Besides furnishing the treasury, wo also 
supply the paper from which postal notes 
ant made, 'I hero ban been a steady aaa 
w ithin tho last j ear a rapid increase in tho 
quantity of paper ne adod for these useful 
adjuncts of tho postal system, testifying 
in an accurately than any statistics their 
popularity and increased use.

on winch greenbacks, bank notes and the 
gold a m i silver certificates ate printed, has 
to season for a long tim e before it is really 
lit tor use. it is Hko tim ber in th a t respect. 
S it m onths ought to elapse at least after it 
leaves the m ill before it should be used, 
aud a year is better still.”

SECRETS OF PUBLIC MEN. 


The Curious Im pulse Which Leads Them 
to Talk Freely to Newspaper W riters 
on Im portant Subjects. 
[New York World.] 
It is an interesting psychologic study to 
note tho im pulses which im pel m en to tell 
things about them selves and surroundings 
th a t only they know. To all women and to 
nearly all men it is well nigh im possible to 
refrain from divulging th a t kind of infor­ 
m ation com m only called secret. 
T here 
bas been a curious illustration of th is ten­ 
dency in the little dinners a t the Fellow- 
craft Club during the w inter. H ere m en— 
public m en, who spend half th eir days 
trying to dodge new spaper m en, and who 
lie aw ake nights devising schem es t^o keep 
their secret plans and views from the public 
■ournals—cam e into the club, stood up in 
the verv thick of their natural enem ies and 
talked freely about affairs which the public 
was anxious to hoar of and w hich new s­ 
papers were equally anxious to tell. 
And 
yet no word of all this ever leaked o u t 
Everything was sub rosa, and tw o large 
roses were ordinarily suspended over the 
tables, a m ute witness to the inviolate 
character ot the talk. 
Men who were sim ply great orators and 
ti ashing speakers at other and g reater din ­ 
n e r s -m en like Depew and Daniel Dough­ 
erty -d ro p p ed their oratorical enam el and 
sim ply talked, and talked simply w hat they 
telt. Newspaper and m agazine people are 
a I lard lot to interest. T heir whole lives 
have been spent in exposing sham s. 
Time 
and again thev have sat at great public d in ­ 
ners. w here all the oratory was a t the news­ 
papers, and every gesture looked to see itself 
reproduced next m orning in cold typo. Over 
and over again actresses have told them 
how they love "dear Am en a ;” office seek­ 
ers have been "surprised at the appoint­ 
m ent.’' and social lum inaries have depre­ 
cated any "new spaper publicity’ after care­ 
fully spelling out the names. Public men 
know the distrustful nature of w riting men, 
and so seek safety in an honesty of expres­ 
sion more absolute thanm ostcircum stancos 
allow. None of them ever m akes the m is­ 
take of talking of Hie "dignity of the press” 
or in any of the commonplaces of hack­ 
neyed flattery. 
Take the other night-T nesday e v e n in g - 
for instance. Every journal in town would 
ba glad to print anythin ; Bishop Potter 
m ight say. but lie denied him self to callers. 
Yet at tile Feliow craft Clue th a t n ig h t lie 
talked frankly and. delightfully, iso with 
(Trover Cleveland. I here was no posing for 
eftoct.no appeal to the gallery. This way 
of putting the newspaper on its honor was a 
favorite m ethod of President A rthur. Pie 
alwavs 
told 
his 
newspaper 
friends 
Hie facts and then forbade th eir publi­ 
cation. Jay Gould always sees b ait a dozen 
reporters whenever they call; he tells them 
tho truth under pledge of secrecy. 
8o 
am ong the old w riters it is an unw ritten 
law th at to get too intim ate w ith a publi­ 
ni an is bad policy, because w hen Ho insists 
upon treating you as a friend instead of a 
correspondent the other papers get the 
news, 
I here is hardly a newspaper m an of 
any standing whatsoever who does not 
carrv w ith hun secrets lie would be glad 
never to have learned. It is like keeping a 
bunch of keys th a t lit into the skeleton 
closets ot many, m any families. 
In tins difficulty of talking not for the 
press, yet to it, Chauncey Depew usually 
takes refuge in anecdotes about him self or 
the Vanderbilts. Howells, the novelist, is 
alm ost painfully m odest in telling of his 
early struggles.

I was very m uch out of breath when I 
first saw Lolita, and .inst had enough left to 
say “Quat-zee,” and take the little brown, 
fat, dim pled band she shyly held out to me 
—most of the other being in hor cunning 
little m outh. You would have teen out of 
breath, too. if you had been w ith me 
Ju st th in k of living in a town th a t you 
have to clim b a stone ladder of a thousand 
steps to get to! T hat is the sort of place 
L olita lives in. 
It is called Acoma, and I 
think it is the m ost wonderful city in the 
world. The strongholds of 
Quebec and 
G ibraltar are nothing beside it. It is in one 
of the western counties of New Mexico.th a t 
m ost interesting part of Am erica, and one 
about which very few people in the E ast 
know m uch. Its people have brown skins, 
long black hair and the strangest clothing 
im aginable. 
They are Pueblo In d ian s-freq u en tly rn s- 
ealled Aztecs—the children of th a t strange 
race which had lived in this country for 
hundreds of years before Colum bus ever 
dream ed there was such a place as Amer­ 
ica. They live today just about as they did 
then, in queer, neat houses, m ade of big 
m ud bricks dried in the sun. w ith nice little 
farm s and big flocks of sheep, cattle and 
horses. 
They call them selves llan o Oh- 
shatch, which moan#. “The People of the 
Sun." for they believe th a t the "Sun 
F ather” lives in tho sun, and tho "Moon 
M other" in th e moon, and th a t these two 
are the parents of ail m ankind. 
So they 
worship them in some very queer ways. 
T hey go to church, too. in tho m ost wonder­ 
ful church iii th e world. 
It took them 40 
years to build it am i 40 m ore to m ake the 
graveyard. 
The town stands on top of w b at they call 
here a mesa, or table of rock. #0 ) feet high, 
and w ith sides as steep as the walls of a 
house. There are only three paths to the 
top—and such dreadful paths as they are! 
< >ue tim e a m an and a w om an who lived in 
the town were com ing up the w orst of these 
paths, aud were nearly to the too. when tile 
man slipped and fell backw ards. As lie tell 
he hit the wom an, 
aud 
both tum bled 
together over 5go feet to the plains below, 
crushed into horrible and shapeless masses. 
So you can see how fearfully steep these 
stone ladders m ust be. 
And when I tell \o n th a t th e church 
covers more ground than any church in 
New York or Boston, and tho graveyard 
nearly as m uch more, and th a t these patient 
people had to bring every tim ber and every 
bit of m ud for tho church aud ail tile dirt 
tor the graveyard (which is a great stone 
box over 20,> feet square and (.5 feet deep), 
you will understand why it is so wonderful. 
In the same way they had to bring up all 
tile m aterial for tho bouses in which KOO 
people liv e -u p dizzy precipices which few 
Americans dare to clim b w ith em pty bands. 
As the great table of 70 acres upon which 
the town is built is ouo solid rock, of course 
they can have no w ells: bu t there are three 
great natural cavities in tho rock, each 
large enough to throw a big house into, and 
whenever it rains or snows a great deal of 
w ater D caught in these. 
Back in the 
States this w ater would soon spoil, but it 
keeps fresh and cool all tho year round in 
Acoma, which is 1000 feet higher above the 
sea level than th e tallest m ountain east of 
Colorado. 
The beautiful plain all around the foot of 
the mesa is green w ith rustling corn and 
waving grass, and thousands of sheep aud 
cattle, hon-es and burros are grazing all 
mound. ‘Did you ever see a burro? He is a 
sort of pocket-size donkey, no larger thau a 
young colt, Out very strong and useful, and 
w ith the queerest, wisest expression of face 
you ever saw. To look at him you would 
fancy he had sw allowed three dictionaries, 
and knew them all by h eart already. But 
really all he know s is to lookout for him self 
pretty well and to be very careful when be 
is entrusted w ith a burden. 
Well, w hen I got to the top of the cliff, 
panting and hot. there was little Lolita 
standing on th e edge. where she could look 
down 800 feet. I had seen her from tim 
bottom, w hence she looked no bigger than 
a black ant standing on its hind legs. But 
now I could see th a t she was about 3 years 
old. very plum p and witli more dim ples 
than anybody elso I know. 
Perhaps the 
dim ple m aker was a particular friend of 
tiers. H er hair was very long for such a 
little girl, and h ad n ’t a kink in it. It was 
perfectly straight, very tine, black as a crow 
aud ‘ banged" in front. I can rem em ber 
very well when an Am erican girl with 
bangs would have been a curiosity to the 
whole country, common as the fashion is 
pow ; but the Acoma women and children 
have been banging their hair for hundreds 
of years. The Yankees did n 't invent every­ 
thing. 
Lolita had on a little loose calico gown, 
w hich cam e to her Knees, and not another 
thing. She never wore shoes or stockings 
in her life. b u t when she gets older she will 
put on funny little moccasins m ade of deer­ 
skin, w ith raw hide soles and a long band of 
deerskin w rapped around her leg from foot 
to knee. until it looks like a very big w hite 
boot N either lias she ever worn a hat; but 
in place of it. on feast days and to go to 
church, she has a little rod shawl th at she 
puts over her head and shoulders, so th a t it 
looks m uch like a tight hood. No m atter 
how cold it is, she wears no other clothes. 
and really she doesn’t m ind th e w inter half 
as m uch as m any little E astern girls w ith 
all their w arm clothes and cloaks aud 
muffs. Her little body is as tough ail over 
as their faces are, and for the sam e reason— 
habit. 
At first L olita was very shy of me. She 
hod never seen but one or two people iii such 
clothes, which looked us queer to her as hor 
fath er’s would to you, and w hat she had 
seen were on rough people who d id n ’t care 
for little girls. But I had brought a very 
big sack of candy behind my saddle, and it 
didn’t take hor long to find out w hat those 
little sw eet striped sticks were for. Site 
couldn’t speak a word of English or Spanish, 
and as I didn’t know* a great deal of the 
Acoma language thou we couldn’t talk ' 
together m uch. 
But we soon understood 
each other fam ously, all the same, and 
really didn’t need to use our tongues. 
So in a very short tim e you m ight have 
seen us w alking together over tile rough 
rocks tow ards the town, she holding my 
hand aud looking up a t me sidewise out of 
her big dark eyes, wnile the stick of candy 
grew steadily shorter and shorter between 
the little white teeth. "Ha-te cu-cha hobo?" 
I asked, which m eans in Acoma, "w here do 
you live?” aud Lolita led me around past 
tho big church and stopped in front of arow 
of houses m ore than loco feet long,, all 
divided up into narrow little dwellings, but 
solid and continuous as if carved out of one 
great block. And such queer houses! There 
are none in the States like them , which is a 
pity, as tiiey are m uch m ore com fortable 
and pretty th au the tenem ents of our great 
cities. 
Each house is tlireo stories high, and 
built in terraces, so th at the row looks like 
three great steps to somo g ian t’s door. 
There are no windows and no doors in the 
first story—nothing but little neop-holes 
w ith panes of gypsum, a stone which lets 
the light through tike gloss but id not nearly 
so clear. To get into the house a t all I ou 
m ust clim b a funny big ladder, and then 
w alk back on the roof of tho first story to 
the door of th e second. Inside is a little 
trap door aud another U dder, by which you 
can go down into the cellar-like first story. 
Tho people built their houses in this way 
to defend them selves better against the 
Apaches. Navahoes and other m urderous 
Indians who used to be fighting them ail 
the tim e. aud for the Baiue reason they nut 
their town on top of the lofty mesa. The 
houses are very neat inside .md have the 
funniest little m ud fireplace im aginable, 
but no chairs or bedsteads, tafiles or lounges. 
The beds are spread on the lioor at night 
and rolled up aud put along the walls by 
day for seats ; aud for their m eals they all 
sit on the door in a circle, w ith tho food in 
m iddle. B ut I car. tell you better about 
these queer houses by .showing you a picture 
I took there the other day thau by words. 
After I had talked aw hile w ith L olita’s 
father and m other and eaten some m at/in, 
their queer blue bread, which looks exactly 
like a niece of hornet’s nest. I took Lolita 
by one hand and the sack of candy in the 
other and w ent out. We backed down the 
big ladder and stood in the street, which 
is one sm ooth, solid rock. In front of tho 
bouses were groups of children, p ta'lu g in 
little patches of sand or tossing pebbles at a 
m ark. The children of Acoma are as queer 
as their town. They never saw a doll, nor 
any other A m erican plaything, but they 
amuso them selves with sticks and stones 
aud mud Dies, aud have a great deal better 
tim e than m any w hite children. 
They 
never w ent to school, and w ouldn’t know 
w hat a book w as; but thev know all about 
outdoors, ride on wild horses, and eau take 
care of them selves os well as a lot of grown­ 
up Americans. 
Tho little girls take care not only of 
them selves, but also of the haoles of the 
fam ily, whom they never pinch nor tease 
nor neglect. It is a very funny sight to see 
a wee girl of ft years stoop down and take 
her fat. naked bally brother pick-a-back, 
fold bar little shawl around her so that it 
holds him up as if he were in a bag, and 
then tro t off to her play. holding the ends 
of the shawl tightly, while his chubby face 
peeps over her shoulder. These children 


hardly ever cry. and in the years th a t I 
have been am ong them I have never seen 
them quarrel, which is more th an I can say 
for my A m erican boy and girl friends, 
B ut w hen w e cam e down the ladder the 
children stopped playing, and a few tim id 
ones scurried into th eir homes. The rest 
cam e edging slyly toward us a* if half afraid 
I m ight bite, but when they saw w hat 
Lo) ta had in her m outh—for she was at 
work on a second stick by this tim e—they 
grew bolder. I opened the big bag and held 
ud a fistful of candy, and they all crowded 
around me. holding up their hands m odest­ 
ly. but saying nothing except w ith their ex­ 
pectant eyes. I noticed th a t when I gave a 
stick of candy to a little girl she alwavs 
gave it to the baby on her back and beld 
out her hand again for a piece for herself, 
which von m av be sure she got. 
in a few m inutes all the children in town 
—about 300 of them —were around me, 
reaching for dukes. A good picture of th at 
scene would have been very pretty, but all 
the people of Acoma—little and b ig - greatly 
dislike to have their photographs taken, 
and it cost me a great deal ot tim e and 
trouble -even a longtim e afterw ard, when 
everybody knew and liked m e—to get pic­ 
tures of Lolita a n d a few other children. 
Only a few weeks ago an American who 
went down to m ake some pictures of th at 
w onderful place was driven out of the town. 
We had great tim es together for a few 
days. Jroli ta and I. The other children came 
around, too. to play w ith me to roar when 
I m ade faces at them , and to "oo-ooli” with 
delight over the paper dolls I cut out; but 
L olita was my favorite. And now. w hen­ 
ever I go to Acoma she comes dancing out 
to m eet me. puts her fat little arm s around 
my n ef k and then dives in my pockets for 
the randy she knows is there. 
And when 
ever I come away she goes down the lug 
stone ladder w ith m e - generally on my 
t a c k -to watch me ride aw ay; and the last 
thing I see as I turn rn my saddle before 
rounding the corner of the m esa is little 
Lolita, standing on a big sandhill and w av­ 
ing me a pretty goodby.

A Stupendous Work.

It is claim ed th at the recently constructed 
San Diego flum e is the most stupendous 
ever constructed in the world, being only a 
little short of 30 m iles long. An idea of 
the gigantic character of the work may be 
obtained from the fact th a t tho am ount of 
lum ber consum ed was more than 9.OOO.OOO 
feet, or, allowing the very considerable 
yield of lo co feet to each tree, not less than 
9000 trees were required. In th e course 
of the flume there are some 316 trestles. 
the longest of these being 1700 feet in 
length, 85 feet high, and containing one- 
quarter of a million feet of lum ber. A nother 
trestle is of the same height and 1200 feet 
long, the m ain tim bers used in both of these 
being 10x10 and 8x8. being Dut together on 
the ground and raised to their position by 
horse power. The num ber of tunnels in tile 
course of the tlum e is eight, tho longest of 
w hich is 2100 feet, th e tunnels being in 
size 0x 6 feet, with convex-shaped rooting; 
each m ile of the Hume required an average 
of one-fourth of a m illion feet of lum ber for 
its construction, and the redwood used en­ 
tirely in the box is tw o inches in thickness 
throughout.

your cigar away and 
stop 
sm oking 
altogether 
for 
an 
hour or so. A nother point which a gentle­ 
m an who heard these three advanced sug­ 
gested is th a t if by any cause it becomes 
necessary to let a cigar go out it will be a 
good scheme not to take a final puff. but to 
m ake a blow aud expel the sm oke from the 
burning end. This clears the roll of tobacc o 
from the smoke, and even if th e fire dies 
out it will be found upon relighting th a t 
the cigar is of good flavor. In fact, an ex­ 
pert has said th at a really good cigar will 
be improved by letting it go out, following 
this plan, and then lighting it again.

book.” said a Statc-stroet cigar dealer to a 
G l 'Sir?: m an. "I have heard mon laud Per­ 
fectos to tho,skies, as though tho word per­ 
fectos was a brand nam e. or aquality name. 
Again,I have heard a m ail assert th a t a Per­ 
fecto was not a Perfecto, because it was 
altogether different in flavor from a Per­ 
fecto he smoked some tim e l«?foro. How 
absurd ho was will be plain to you if yon 
understand properly the signification of 
cigar names, 
lh© word perfectos is used to 
designate the peculiar shape of z.uch cigars. 
W orkmen get more for m aking them than 
for m aking others, as it is not so easy to roll 
the m aterial roto the perfecto shape. For 
this reason a i orfeeto would necessarily cost 
more than a cigar of the sam e m eter!a1, but 
less difficult to m ake. But as far as the 
word goes it is used only to indicate the 
shape of the cigar. Besides words used to 
designate the shape, we have words w hich 
refer to size, bach words are t'nas, grande*. 
< if tho tonus applied to shapes, i may cite 
Trabuco*. Fondles. Conchas. Keiiia, A ic- 
toiias, 
Banate!**. Regalia*— theso M'ords 
being plurals. The language, you se©, is 
Spanish and the nam es were first applied 
by the Cubans. AVords which indicate size 
and shape aro. Infantes, applied Jo tiny 
cigars. Princesses and E legantes. Com bina­ 
tions of size and shape nam es give such 
nam es as Con.'has. Fina«, Conchas ifipo- 
ciales, Londres Grande*, so th a t in the two 
words you have tho shape and size indicat­ 
ed."In addition 
to the 
shape and sDo 
nam es,” said the ©igatnian, "we havo color 
lian as, such as claros applied to very right- 
colored cigars; Colorado claro, not quite so 
light colored: colorado, quite dark colored; 
colorado rn adure, darker; niaduro, darker 
still: oscuro. very m uch darker ; negro, 
darkest of all. You will observe th a t on 
tim front of a cigar box the shape and size 
nam es are found while the color nam e is 
found on the right-hand side.

8he has tim patronage of ilia Kivas iou 
legation and also a num ber of valuable let­ 
ters fi oui the courts of Hie five great powers 
of Europe. 
U nusually gifted, it 
is 
said th a t tho 
princess is studying Am erican society to do 
vviiat no Russian lady has ever done—w rite 
a book on the am euttii s of U nited States so­ 
ciety. W hatever lier mission may he. there 
is no question about its financial success. 
aud. in u social way, she is, receiving the 
m ost distinguished attention ami courtesy. 
A couple of years ago. Prince Engalitcheff 
died, leaving his wife a vast estate, which 
she was advised to place in th e hands of a 
well-known G erm an agent.

I havo seen a child 
not yot 7 year* of ago order his father as if 
ho were a servant to bring his puz/.lo-tox 
from the nursery, th at lie m ight show mo 
horsfgo get th e pigs in: at a hom o whore tho 
young lady sat at lier plain* practicing a

"Now, did you ever hoar anything like 
th at for iraradouce? 
"My colored maid has been in some of the 
best fam ilia-.I am told, hut I could not trust 
her word or actions, .sh© comes to my 
serving table, helps herself to the use of my 
thim ble and scissors, and.would you believe 
it,covers herself with i-ecntfrom my cabinet 
dc toilet and ac.tutlly wears rnv cloak aud 
gloves w hen I am away. Hor fam iliarity is 
positively di gusting and her Inquisitive 
questions and the bits of gossip she offers 
mo show w hat her habits havo been in 
form er homos.

AWFUL DISASTER. 


Visits t« the Felt Streets and Sketches 
of Queer Characters. 


Woman’s Indifference to Woman in the 
Searching' of Baggage. 


New York. June I.—New York in the 
early morning’ is a curious place. We who 
burn the midnight gas know but little of it. 
and were it not for occasional and unusual 
excursions on business or pleasure intent, 
would remain forever in ignorance of many 
interesting phases of social existence. 
As. for instance. 
{laving occasion to meet friends on an in­ 
coming steamer. I drove about C o’clock 
through the central part of the city, past 
Washington square, through the district 
partly utilized by tenements, partly by 
stores and shops, through the m arket 
streets, and so on down to the pier. Tho 
city was alive, wide awake and far along in 
pursuit of the activities of the day. Thou­ 
sands of shop-girls made the streets hum 
with lively chatter, some of them pretty­ 
faced 
stylishly 
though 
inexpensively 
attired, regular stuuners. Others drowsy, 
slatternly, unkempt as to hair, slouchers. 
Scores of them carried books, very many of 
them had little parcels, now and then one 
carried a bag. The industries of the town 
were under way. The city. as we who live 
here unfortunately know, is in the hands of 
contra tors. For years past and for years to 
come steam-heating 
companies, subway 
commissioners, gas 
men. 
water 
men. 
sewer 
men. 
have 
dug, 
are 
digging 
and will continue to dig huge trenches 
for various 
occupancy. 
At 
least 
20,- 
OOo diggers, pick axe slingers, a ma or- 
ity o fth em smoking short clay pipes, a e 
at work from year’s end to year's end. frost 
or heat notwithstanding. In certain parts 
of the town the stench from escaping gas 
ii frightful, in others the upset earth is pro­ 
vocative of disease and danger. No portion 
of tile city is exempt from iconoclastic 
hand. 
Nothing can be left unchanged, 
pavements are uprooted and badly reolaced. 
This feature of our street manipulation is 
amazing. That it must of necessity be so. 
so long as politics rule and expert labor is 
at a discount, when political heelers need a 
job, is obvious. 
I was surprised to find the Broadway cars 
packed. 
Those coming up as well as those going 
down. The passengers of the unbound cars 
seemed to be strangers, very many of them, 
with carpet bags. umbrellas, topcoats and 
other indications of visitation. 
Many of 
them looked as though they were clerks on 
tb e r way to stores in Brooklyn, Jersey City, 
Staten Island and so on. 
Carriages aud 
coupes were hurrying along as well as 
they could, the 
great highway being 
crowded with drays, carts, and wagons 
of 
all 
sorts 
and 
kinds. 
In 
the 
vicinity 
of 
tho 
market 
the 
pres­ 
sure was something frig btl iii. Our markets 
are very peculiarly managed. Certain fa­ 
vored individuals have stalls, little stores 
virtually, inside, and also on the walk 
around the markets. 
Farmers come in 
from Long Island and the various neigh­ 
borhoods with garden truck, cabbages, car­ 
rots. beet-, potatoes, liens and so on: others 
with poultry, a few with game und fruit. 
These wagons corno in from the country at 
night, aud stand in the street along the 
m arket fronts, virtually making a stable of 
the streets thereabouts. The consequence 
is that the litter in the morning, straw, 
bay, sawdust, banana peels, refuse, vege­ 
tables and fruit is 


S a m c t l i i n a S t a r t l i n g . 
Through these streets, from the various 
ferrie-, were rushing pell-mell, hurrying as 
though their existence depended upon 
speed, multitudes, literally, from across the 
rivers. Before every one was a day’s work, 
before every one. the hope of reward, before 
every one a duty to himself or family, and. 
as though impelled by common impulse, 
this great maelstrom, with its tremendous 
currents, its ups and its downs, was the ob­ 
viously believed vantage-ground on which 
crowd must meet crowd, ambition vie with 
ambition, and endeavor seek the bane of its 
neighbor. 
How busy bootblacks were! 
A busy bootblack, who never under any 
circumstances polishes his own shoes,whose 
natural wit is sharpened by constant attri­ 
tion with competition, who works for 5 
cents a job, hoping, generally against hope, 
to strike a lo-cent customer, what becomes 
of him? Now and then you see a grown-up 
bootblack, but as a rule he has also a fruit 
etand and hails from sunny Italy. There 
are perhaps GO colored men in this city who 
black boots for a living on the sidewalks, 
and four times that number who have little 
places in cellars or hallways, where, for a 
pittance, 
they 
are 
privileged 
to ply 
their 
vocation, 
but 
the 
great 
ma­ 
jority 
of 
New 
Yolk 
bootblacks 
are 
bright 
little 
boys 
between 
the ages 
of 8 and ie. 
I have often 
wondered 
into what channels they drift, in what 
fields they till, and how in later years they 
manage to grasp the coin of the realm, be­ 
cause their early training is simply that of 
wits, head against head, with many a hard 
knock and many a sad experience. Along 
the belt streets as we call them, those which 
lie along the river fronts, these little fel­ 
lows literally swarm, and they coin money 
in auantities really amazing, and of course 
satisfactory to the padrones who drive the 
boys to work, or to the drunken father or 
the lazy mother, who drink aud smoke ana 
eat and sleep at their expense. 
Those belt streets are indeed a curiosity. 
Through them pass not alone hundreds of 
surface cars, hut thousands of drays, drags, 
carts, wagons, vehicles of every sort and 
name, loaded to the guards. Sometimes 
blocks occur which last hours at a time. 
The men own the town. They are good­ 
natured, but rude. They brook no inter­ 
ference. stand no nonsense, hold on with 
grim determination to their vantage, fairly 
or foully gained. To cross a line of these 
men on foot is an impossibility, -ave for the 
agile and experienced. To cross with a 
coupe or carriage eau be done only as a 
m atter of granted courtesy on their part. 
I bis is bad enough aud tough enough on 
bright sunshiny days; 
imagine what it 
m ust be when the streets are inches deep 
in mud. when filth is spattered upon every 
passer by the hoofs of stamping horses, us 
they plough along the dirty road, 
Then come the piers.

I believe our 
teachers should be women, our telegraphers, 
stenographers, typewriters, in many in­ 
stances our bookkeepers, and always our 
clerks indoors should be women. 
That 
women m akeexcellentnurses. that they are 
fitted to be most admirable practitioners of 
medicine among their own sex, that in 
religious 
institutions 
and

atory organizations women are infinitely 
more suited to successful outcome than 
men, goes, I think, without much argu­ 
ment. Nevertheless, there is a degree of 
what shall I call it? cruel delight msuprem- 
acy. dictation, annoyance, vexation, attern 
lion to details, in tile class of women who 
would consent to ba a custom-house in­ 
spector which the public ought not to be 
compelled to submit to. I saw a woman in­

There was an indefinable sneer 
on tho inspector's lip, a horrible suggestion 
of “I don't believe you’’ iii every look, in 
every gesture, in all she did, and when she 
had ended her utterly unnecessary and 
fruitless task 6he turned on her heel, 
leaving the passenger, an elderly woman, 
fragile, disconcerted, as upset as her things 
were physically, to re arrange as best she 
could her iittie wardrobe, and fasten, lock 
and strap the trunk, with her own hands. 
That women smuggle ii simply an assertion 
that human nature is the same in both 
sexes. That smugglers oui.'.bt to be de­ 
tected, in tho common weal, we all recog­ 
nize. That women should be searched by 
women, and not by men, common decency 
exacts, but I am not talking about 


S e a r c h t u g S u s p e c t e d S m u g g l e r s . 
and I am talking about women inspectors 
on the open piers overboiling and need­ 
lessly disturbing the luggage of ladies, wiio 
have made affidavit as to tile contents of 
their trunks, and who should be known at 
once, and would be known at once by a 
man inspector, to be precisely as they ap­ 
peared, and to be truthful in their state­ 
ments. I would not put my own observa­ 
tion forward as an argument unindorsed, 
but as the frequent experience of ladies 
who are travellers tallies with my observa­ 
tion this morning, and as the record of 
women inspectors is absolutely impeacha­ 
ble, I thiuk the sooner we do away with 
that line of industry for our dearly beloved 
sisters the better.

Then as we got far­ 
ther up town tile early shoppers appeared, 
and on them all shone the bright clear sun 
of an extraordinarily beautiful day in May. 
Everything seemed cheery and bright and 
happy, doubtless leading up to a totally 
different phase in the later hours of the 
day. Some time try this early morning op­ 
eration.

I p to the present time of writing IGOU 
bodies have been found, and it is not even 
hoped that they represent but a portion of 
those lost.

The merest outline of this awful calamity 
can onlv be given, but fhe wildest imagina­ 
tion would fail to fully recount the horrors 
of the occasion. 
T h e I m m e d i a t e C a n s e o f t h e D i s a s t e r 
was tho bursting of the dam of Conemaugh 
lake, which is situated on an elevation 
above Johnstown. The floods had caused 
an immense body of water to be gathered 
in this lake of over two miles long, and 
without warning the dam burst, and the 
deluge rushed upon hapless Johnstown. 
Having wrecked the city it proceeded still 
lower, and Cambria City, a thriving com­ 
munity clustering round the iron works. 
was next visited with the same awful re­ 
sults. 
. . . 
. 
Tho mighty wave that rushed through 
the Conemaugh valley on Friday evening 
cut a swath of death 13 miles long. In its 
way lay one of the most thickly populated 
counties of the Keystone State, and within 
a lew minutes from the time the dam at 
I.ake Conemaugh broke houses were roll­ 
ing over one another in a mad whirl as 
they were carried by the seething waters 
down the gorge between the endless hills, 
At Johnstown the whole centre of tile city 
looks as if a massive sc the bad passed over 
the land. At that place was a large stone 
bridge of the Fonnsvlvania Railroad Com­ 
pany one of the strongest that that com­ 
pany owns. 
The Co? emaugh .river is 
crossed bv this at an angle. Into thishouses. 
trees and fences that came down the left 
side of the river rushed, and were piled one 
on top of another until the arches under the 
bridge were closed. The current of Cone­ 
maugh was changed, and the wrecks began 
to pile on high until rafters and timbers 
pro'ected above the stone. 
Then the houses, nearly all crowded with 
people, crashed one att r another until the 
terrible wreckage extended half a mile up 
the stream. 
No pen can describe the horror of the sit­ 
uation. tile shrieks of the thousands who 
w ire in the mass of floating ruins. 
shortly after the blockade had formed 
the dry timbers of the houses caught fire 
and the mass nearest the railroad bridge 
became a glowing furnace. Hundreds of 
people who had not been drowned or 
crushed in the mad rush down the river 
were burned to death. Their shrieks, as the 
1 ames reached them. made the most stout 
hearted wring their bandi in agony at their 
inability to render any aid.

Thus the 
inhabitants were cither grouped in windows 
or open doors watching what they expected 
would be an imposing spectacle, and noth­ 
ing more. 
No one seemed to think it 
necessary that thor should take to the 
hills, and so all were caught in the fear­ 
ful flood. 
T wo miles from Johnstown stood one-half 
of the water works of the Cambria Iron 
Comr any. a ‘Structure that had boon made 
of massive stone. It was filled with planks 
from 
houses, and a largo abutment of 
wreckage was piled up fully GO feet in front 
of it. 
A little above on the same side could bo 
seen what was left of the Cumbria Iron 
Works, which was one of the finest plants 
in the world.

From this water a stench is rising. 
It is 
being ti led with the putrid flesh of the 
thousands of bodies that have been un­ 
covered. Already the water is black and no 
one will drink it unle s forced by dire ne­ 
cessity. As the bodies further decompose 
it is feared that this will give great cause 
for alarm. Physicians dread an epidemic. 
not only here but in the r r e r towns below 
where; the water is taken from the Ohio.
